If telephone callers were the least 
trou ble, the life of an American em­ 
bassy or legation abroad wou ld be

continu ou s path of roses, bu t it is 
not, for the callers who present them ­ 
selv es with passports, letters from 
friendly 
congressmen, 
introdu ctions 
from friends in the Department of 
State at Washington and a thou sand 
others who feel that their “names 
mu st be well known ov er there,” are 
the chief worries of the American gov ­ 
ernm ent’s foreign representativ es. 
The callers at the American em bas­ 
sy du ring twenty minu tes here recent­ 
ly , inclu ded an associate ju stice of the 
Su preme cou rt, who occu pied 4."» min­ 
u tes of the am bassador’s time, talking 
small town politics, while another for­ 
eign ambassador cooled his heels in 
an anteroom, waiting for the am bas­ 
sador long after his appointment tim e; 
a holder of a minor office in the De­ 
partm ent of Edu cation of the state of 
New York, who wanted the embassy to 
arrange a tou r arou nd England for a 
middle western college glee clu b which 
he assu red the embassy was the “best 
in the states,” and sev enteen people 
clamoring for the two tickets to the 
gallery of the hou se of commons which 
the embassy is daily allotted. 


Up to the Secreta ries. 
Those whose cards or credentials do 
not 
establish 
them 
as 
su fficiently 
prominent to w arrant a session for 
ev en small-town talk with a bu sy am­ 
bassador are shu nted ofT on some u n­ 
su specting 
secretary 
or 
cou nsellor, 
whose du ty It Is to sit from one-half to 
three-q u arters of an hou r hearing how 
famou s the v isitor from home is, and 
all abou t the trip which has either al­ 
ready been taken arou nd Eu rope or Is 
to be taken. 
In an anteroom of the American 
embassy here is a man who Is far more 
bu sy than any diplomat in the em­ 
bassy . 
His name is Thomas Smith, 
formerly the cou rier of the diplomatic 
pou ch between Berlin and Londou be­ 
fore the United States entered the 
war. 
Hav ing been u nder fire many 
times while going throu gh the lines 
between the two great opposing capi­ 
tals du ring the war, Smith has long 
since become accu stomed to being u n­ 
der fire of cranks who write long let­ 
ters to their home town congressmen 
or ev en to the State department pro­ 
testing the “slights and discou rteou s 
treatment receiv ed at the American 
embassy in London.” 


Smith's Job Difficu lt. 
Smith’s position is not an easy one, 
for u pon his hands fall all of the v is­ 
itors at the embassy . 
Some— a rare 
jew —hav e 
legitimate 
bu siness 
to 
j transact ; the others hav e a thou sand 
petty 
wants and complaints 
which 
m u st be cared for by a small embassy 
staff. Each, howev er, mu st be proper­ 
ly cared for and sent away with the 
impression that he was the most im­ 
portant person who called that day . 
The casu al tou rist who wishes mere­ 
ly to retu rn home and tell the folks 
how he called u pon the ambassador 
somewhere in Eu rope Is not the only 
pest who takes the embassy attaches 
from work on long and tediou s re­ 
ports, for the crank, who enters the 
embassy with his hat pu lled down ov er 
his ey es and a wise look on his face 
may take hou rs before he Is gotten 
rid of.

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CAV PARIS ENTHUSIASTIC 
IN GREETING IHE DOUGHBOY 


Wildest Cheering and Tumul- 
tuous Joy Was Acclaimed 
During the March Down 
the Place De La Concord 
Passing Under the Arch of 
Triumph - The G r e a te s t 
Welcome Eyer Given For­ 
eign Soldiers— One Con­ 
tinuous Ovation Greeted 
the A. E F. Boys As They 
Paraded Down the F a­ 
mous Boulevard 


The American Legion marched in­ 
to the hearts of the French Monday. 
The men 
who fought 
for 
France 
“came back home” and a million of 
the Wrench populace their eyes dim 
as they thought 
of the war times, 
cheered them as they marched along. 
Many women wept. 
Each of the 14,000 men of the le­ 
gion and several 
thousand 
of their 
mothers, sisters, 
and wives 
passed 
under the Arc de Triumphe. In silent 
tribute to the French unknown sol­ 
dier buried there, as each American 
passed he dropped some red, white 
and blue flowers. 
Rain fell as the procession formed 
and came 
again 
as it started, but 
soon the weather brightened. Group­ 
ed along its route or waiting in re­ 
serve were 14,000 soldiers and 
po­ 
licemen, but there was no disorder in 
Paris except the frenzy of cheer. 
Many 
spectators wore 
mourning 
bands and many 
saw the 
parade 
with quickened 
hearts 
as they 
re­ 
membered war days and 
visualized 
these men trudging along for the line 
of fire where their own kin 
fought 
and died. 
Thruout the whole of France and 
her colonies it was American Legion 
day. 
Every city was flag bedecked 
and often little ceremonies marked 
this first official holiday ever declared 
by France in honor 
of her 
foreign 
friends. 
The 
convention 
opened 
Monday 
morning 
in the Palais du Trocodeo. 
At its session which lasted two hours 
President Doumergue of France, sur­ 
rounded by most of his cabinet wel­ 
comed the American soldiers back to 
France. 
Wartime 
friendships 
and 
good will were voiced again in the 
message of President Coolidge and in 
the addresses 
of General 
John 
J. 
Pershing, National Commander How­ 
ard P. Savage of the legion, Juilan 
M. Thomas, legion department com­ 
mander of France and Sheldon White 
house, American charge 
d’affaires, 
who took 
the place of Ambassador 
Herrick, who is ill in America. 
As the legion met, the women of 
the auxiliary started 
their conven­ 
tion in a similar spirit. 
General 
Gouraud spoke to them in behalf of 
the army and Andre Tardieu in be­ 
half of the government told the wo­ 
men how grateful France still is to 
them, not only for giving their men 
to France, but also for the women’s 
work in the war and above all 
for 
spiritual influence they exerted. The 
American women thru Mrs. 
Adel in 
Wright Macauley, national president 
of the auxiliary thanked their French 
sisters for “what you 
did for 
our 
boys.” 
The reviewing stand where Mar­ 
shal Foch, General Pershing and Gen 
eral Gouraud and those others who 
led the allies to victory stood for al­ 
most 
three 
hours, 
was 
situated 
squarely in the center in the east side 
of Place de La Concorde. 
At the head of the parade rode a 
platoon of 
the Republican 
guards. 
Behind them came 
their band 
and 
three companies of French soldiers in 
horizon blue, 
their bayonets 
rising 
high. 
The first delegation to pass was 
from Florida, led 
by a hand 
from 


Palm Beach, Flarida, came along in 
uniforms of 
blue and 
helmets 
as 
silvery as the wings 
of Lindbergh’s 
plane. 
Miami’s 
musicians were next 
in 
white suits, trimmed with black ami 
orange. 
Then came doughboys from 
Delaware and men from Arizona in 
the wide brimmed hats of the great 
open spaces.

A band from Greenville, Ohio, in 
gray blue military 
uniforms 
came 
next.

Indiana followed, women forming a 
prominent part of this delegation, all 
of them dressed in white skirts, shoes 
and stockings, with blue tunics lined 
with orange.

selves with passports, letters from 
friendly 
congressmen. 
Introductions 
from friends in the Department of j 
State at Washington and a thousand 
others who feel that their “names 
must be well known over there,” are 
the chief worries of the American gov- 
i eminent'** foreign representatives. 
The callers at the American embas­ 
sy during twenty minutes here recent­ 
ly, included an associate justice of the 
Supreme court, who occupied 45 min­ 
utes of the ambassador’s time, talking 
small town politics, while another for- j 
eign ambassador cooled his heels in 
an anteroom, waiting for the ambas­ 
sador long after his appointment time; 
a holder of a minor office in the De- j 
part ment of Education of the state of 
New York, who wanted the embassy to 
arrange a tour around England for a j 
middle western college glee club which 
be assured the embassy was the “best ; 
in the states,” and seventeen people 
clamoring for the two tickets to the 
gallery of the house of commons which 
the embassy is daily allotted. 


Up to the Secretaries. 
Those whose cards or credentials do 
not 
establish 
them 
as 
sufficiently 
prominent to warrant a session for 
even small-town talk with a busy am­ 
bassador are shunted off on some un­ 
suspecting 
secretary 
or 
counsellor, 
whose duty It Is to sit from one-half to 
three-quarters of an hour hearing how 
famous the visitor from home Is, and 
all about the trip which lias either al- 
! ready been taken around Europe or is 
to be taken. 
In an anteroom of the American 
embassy here is a man who is far more 
busy than any diplomat in the em­ 
bassy. 
His name is Thomas Smith. 
| formerly the courier of the diplomatic 
pouch between Berlin and London be­ 
fore the United States entered the 
war. 
Having been under fire many 
! times while going through the lines 
; between the two great opposing capi- 
; tabs during the war. Smith has long 
; since become accustomed to being un- 
der fire of cranks who write long let­ 
ters to their home town congressmen 
or even to the State department pro­ 
testing the “slights and discourteous 
i treatment received at the American 
embassy in Loudon.” 


Smith’s Job Difficult. 
I 
Smith’s position is not an easy one, 
for upon his hands fall all of the via- * 
itors at the embassy. 
Some— a rare 
faw—have 
legitimate 
business 
to 
J transact; the others have a thousand 
11 petty 
wants and complaints which 
I must be cared for by a small embassy 
staff. Each, however, must be proper- J 
ly cared for and sent awrny with the 
impression that he was the most Im­ 
portant person who called that day. 
The casual tourist who wishes mere­ 
ly to return home and tell the folks 
how he called upon the ambassador 
somewhere in Europe is not the only 
pest who takes the embassy attaches 
from work on long and tedious re­ 
ports, for the crank, who enters the 
embassy with his hat pulled down over 
his eyes and a wise look on his face 
may take hours before he is gotten 
rid of. 
This latter person usually demands 
to see the ambassador immediately on 
a “subject of great national impor­ 
tance.” Frequently he confides to the 
. doorman that he Is “next to some Im­ 
portant and astounding information.” 
As is the case with all others he sees

bassy. His tale is a long and tedious 
one.

that witchcraft is greatly prevalent 
among natives of South Africa is re­ 
vealed in the report of the hospital 
survey committee appointed by the 
minister of health. 
This refers to 
cruelty of the practice in the past and 
the present inherent faith of the na­ 
tives In it- 
Whenever a witch doctor 
Is sent for the supposed offender is 
“smelt out” and the procedure gen­ 
erally ends in torture by fire or sting* 
lug by ants and, In cases, tim death 
of tho accused person, 
Iii addition his cattle and ids prop­ 
erty are confiscated. ri lie influence of 
these witch doctors I* very great, al­ 
most as great os it was In Kafir wars 
when each of the opposing tribes had 
its witch doctor who professed to be 
alii© to bewitch the enemy so as to en­ 
able them to be successful in battle. 
The committee points out that from 
a mission comes a report that “the 
cruelty of the licensed medicine man 
and the work of witch doctors is ter­ 
rible. 
Killing by poisoning Is con­ 
stant and the worst of It all is that 
there are no notices of births and 
deaths.” 
The danger from ignorance and su­ 
perstition, 
the committee adds, ap­ 
pears even before the birth of a child, 
when father* must pay £1 to a certain 
kind of witch doctor to prevent the 
child coining under the evil eye. 
The practice generally ends in the 
death of the child and frequently that 
of the motlier. 
Half the native chil­ 
dren in certain districts where the in­ 
vestigations were carried out die in 
tile first year. 
The committee suggests that bush 
hospitals be erected in which the use 
of modern medicines can be taught. 
At the present time, except at a few 
centers, no medicine or nursing serv­ 
ice is available for natives living un­ 
der tribal conditions in the native re­ 
serves and locations. 
“Native witch 
doctors are flourishing and are teach­ 
ing the people that sickness is the re­ 
sult of witchcraft and that they alone 
are able to cure the sick,” the report 
concludes.
